The history of the cochineal insect 
was for a long tim e very obscure, tun) 
at one tim e the s|s-ci.*s em ployed in 
Commerce w as considered a kind of 
gruiM. It was uot until near the close of 
the seventeenth century th a t it w as dis 
covered to be of insect origin. 
Th** iii 
i*n*t is a native of Mexico, w here it w as 
ruined l»y th** Mi lu au Indians lung be 
fore the country w as discovered by fin 
Spaniards. It is now ( ul ti Va ted in Mille 
of the West In d ia islands and iii a few 
of our w estern states, but it is in Mex­ 
ico only th a t it is raised in sufficient 
qu an tities to form an article of com ­ 
merce. The insect is raised on the coch­ 
ineal tree, or Indian fig or nopal, w hich 
is a spei ins of cactus. 
The cochineal is first collected a1« ut 
the m idd le of December. 
The ins*-cts 
are removed from th** tm* w ith a knife, 
the edge of w hich has been blunted, or 
are carefully brushed off w ith a sq u ir­ 
rel taiL 
T ins labor is perform ed by the 
women. 
The insects are usually killed 
by the application of heat, by baking iii 
ovens or by th*- le a t of til** sun. 
W hen the cochineal arrives in the 
m arket, it is in the form of a sm all 
grain, having a convex aud a concave 
side, hut w ith very little resem blance 
to the body of an insect. 
It is us*sl for 
dyeing crim son and scarlet and 
for 
m aking can n inc. C ochineal alone yields 
a purple color, w hich, wheu m ixed w itll 
a solution of tin in u itru m u riatic acid, 
m ay Is* changed to a m ost beautiful 
sc a rle t 
Tho discovery is auld to have 
been modo in this w ise: 
A m an who w as m aking a therm om e­ 
ter placed in his w indow un ex tract of 
cochineal m ade w ith boiling w ater, ami 
iu some way a vial containing uitro- 
m nriatio acid w as broken over it. 
T his 
acid changed the purple dye into a most 
beautiful dark red, and by experim ents 
this m an soon found th at the tin d is­ 
solved in the acid caused the change of 
color. 
An ingenious dyer a t Leyden, 
H olland, brought the discovery to per 
faction. 
The secret afterw ard became 
known, and a large dyeing establish 
m aut was erected in Paris. 
T his acci­ 
dent occurred 800 years ago.— P ro v i­ 
dence Journal.
